RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  sold  steady  to 
75 0  higher  at  midwest  markets.     Very  moderate 
marketings  stimulated  the  upturn,     more  than 
offsetting  the  effect  of  dull  trading  and  lower 
prices  in  the  dressed  trade.     Slaughter  cows 
closed  steady  to  75 £  higher  at  most  points. 
Stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves  found  broad 
outlet  and  sold  steady  to  500  higher,   instances 
$1.00  up.     Hog  prices  turned  downward  following 
three  weeks  of  upturns  as  dressed  pork  declined. 
Barrows  and  gilts  were  generally  50-75 £  lower 
for  the  week,     sows  25-500  off.     Slaughter  lamb 
prices  were  steady  to  $1.00  lower,   influenced  by 
liberal  receipts  plus  lower  dressed  prices. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -     Slaughter 
steers  and  heifers  sold  higher  for  the  fourth 
consecutive  week  at  midwest  terminals.     Slaughter 
steers  reached  the  highest  levels  since  August 
and  in  Chicago  the  average  price  has  advanced 
$1.20  since  the  low  in  late  October  to  reach 
$25.75.     Continued  very  moderate  receipts  stimu- 
lated trading  despite  the  narrow  outlet  and  lower 
prices  for  carcass  beef  at  most  major  wholesale 
meat  centers,  as  increased  competition  from 
poultry  items  sent  prices  into  the  normal  pre- 
Thanksgiving  slump.     Slaughter  steers  and  heifers 
sold  from  steady  to  750  higher  with  many  points 
reporting  a  25-500  advance.     Cow  prices  were 
steady  to  750  higher;     bulls  steady  to  $1.00 
higher.     Vealers  were  steady  at  St.  Louis  and 
$1.00  higher  in  St.  Paul.     Slaughter  steers  and 
heifers  made  up  the  bulk  of  the -receipts  at  most 
terminals  with  the  Good  and  Choice  grades  pre- 
dominating.    Several  points  reported  a  limited 
number  of  Prime  steers  and  heifers  but  in  Chicago 
the  percentage  Prime  in  the  slaughter  steer  sup- 
ply reached  20     percent, the  highest  in  over  four 
years. 

Bulk  of  the  Choice  and  Prime  steers  brought 
$25.25-27.50  in  Chicago  with  2  loads  Prime  at 
$27.60-27.75  and  some  Choice  and  mixed  Choice  and 
Prime  1400-1700#  at  $24.00-25.50.     At  other 
points  scattered  loads  and  lots  of  high-Choice 
and  Prime  steers  cashed  from  $25.50-26.35  while 
the  bulk  of  the  high-Good  and  Choice  sold  at 
$23.75-25.75.     Other  Good  steers  brought  $22.00- 
24.50.     Mixed  Choice  and  Prime  slaughter  heifers 
sold  at  $24.50-25.60  while  the  bulk  of  the  Choice 
heifers  brought  $23.50-25.00  and  Good  $21.00- 
23.75.     Utility  and  Commercial  cows  brought 
$13.25-16.25,     Canners  and  Cutters  $11.00-14.50. 

STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -    A 
good  demand  existed  for  stocker  and  feeder  cattle 
and  calves  and  prices  at  midwest  terminal  markets 
were  steady  to  500  higher,   instances  $1.00  up. 
Calves  and  yearling  stockers  usually  showed  most 
strength,  but  feeder  steers,  including  weights  up 
to  1050#,   also  shared  in  the  advance.     Favorable 
weather  conditions,  abundant  feed  supplies,   and 
the  need  for  cattle  to  clean  up  stalk  fields 


have  in  recent  past  weeks  been  major  factors 
prompting  a  widespread  demand  and  continued  to 
be  dominant     influences „     However,  further  up- 
turns in  slaughter  cattle  prices  represented  a 
principal  factor  influencing  a  noticeably  more 
bullish  demand  than  the  previous  week.     Although 
feeder  buyers  were  more  aggressive  competitors 
on  fleshy  950-1050#  steers  than  recently,   only 
moderate  numbers  of  two-way  950-1050#  steers  were 
sold  to  feeders  as  slaughterer©  often  out-bid 
feeder  buyers  on  such  kinds.     Over-all  receipts 
were  little  different  in  volume  than  the  previous 
week,  but  supplies  of  stockers  and  feeders  at 
midwest     centers  were  somewhat  smaller. 

Good  and  Choice  550-750#  yearling  steers 
sold  largely  from  $22.50-26.50.     Many  Choice  600- 
750#  were  included  at  $25.50-26.50  and  at  Omaha 
Choice  778#  brought  $26.00.     Medium  and  low-Good 
stock  steers  ranged  $18.50-23.00.     Few  loads 
Choice  800-900#  feeders  brought  $24.65-25.25; 
majority  Good  and  Choice  800-1050#  $21.50-24.50. 
At  So.  St.  Joseph  two  loads  Choice,  partly 
fattened,  102L#  sold  at  $23.50.     Good  and  Choice 
yearling  heifers  brought  $21.00-24.00.     Few 
loads  Choice  and  Fancy  stock  steer  calves  sold 
from  $31.50-32.70,     including  one  load  358#  at 
$32.70.     Bulk  Good  and  Choice  steer  calves 
brought  $24.00-31.00,     same  grades  heifer  calves 
chiefly  $21.00-28.00,     few  $28.50. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Hog  receipts  at 
the  12  markets  at  334,000   head  were    14  percent 
more  than  the  previous  week,  but  25   percent  less 
than  the  same  week  a  year  ago.     Mixed  U.  S.  1-3, 
180-260#  barrows  and  gilts  made  up  the  bulk  of 
supplies  at  midwest  centers.     There  was  a  sharp 
increase  in  weights  above  240#  at  most  of  the 
major  Corn  Belt  terminals.     The  percentage  of 
sows  varied  from    8-14    percent  at  most  markets. 
Order  buying  activity  was  sharply  curtailed 
shortly  after  the  week's  opening.     This  was  due 
to  the  approaching  Thanksgiving  Day  holiday. 
Barrow  and  gilt  prices  were  generally  50-750 
lower,     extremes  $1.00  off  on  weights  above  240#. 
Sow  prices  were  25-500  lower,  extremes  5O0-$1„OO 
lower  on  weights  above  400#  at  a  few  markets. 
Lower  pork  prices  influenced  the  decline. 

No.  1-2,  and  at  some  points  uniform  U.  S. 
1-3,  190-240#  barrows  and  gilts  bulked  late  at 
$16.75-17.75.     Mixed  U,  S.  1-3,  and  2-3,  180- 
280#  closed  at  $16.75-17.25  and  reached  $17.50 
at  a  few  markets.     U.  S.  1-3,  270-600#  sows  sold 
at  $12.75-16.50,     largely  $13.50-15.50. 

Feeder  pigs  closed  steady  to  weak  at  St. 
Paul  and  were  steady  at  Sioux  City.     Good  and 
Choice  130-170#  feeder  pigs  at  St.  Paul  brought 
$16.00-16.50,     same  grades  and  weights  at  Sioux 
City  $15.50-16.00,     Choice  $16.25. 

HOGS  -  Receipts  in  the  Interior  Iowa- 
Southern  Minnesota  Area  for  the  week  exceeded  the 
previous  week  by  2  percent,  but  were  around  17 
percent  short  of  the  comparable  week  last  year. 
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Declining  dressed  pork  prices  at  major  wholesale 
centers  had  a  bearish  influence  upon  the  live 
market  and  prices  worked  lower  throughout  the 
week  with  the  greatest  downturn  on  Thursday. 
Closing  butcher  prices  compared  with  the  previous 
Friday  were  50-65 £  lower  and  sows  were  60-75 £ 
lower,   instances  $1.00  off.     On  late  rounds  mixed 
No.  1-3,   200-24C#  butchers  sold  at  $16.10-16.85 
and  moderate  volume  No.  1  and  2  $16.75-17.25; 
No.  1-3  270-400#  sows  $14.00-15.65,      400-550# 
$11.95-14.25. 

SHEEP  AND  LAMBS  -    Receipts  of  sheep  and! 
lambs  at  12  markets  were  39     percent  above  a 
week  earlier  and  29     percent  over  the  same  period 
last  year.     Slaughter  lamb  prices  worked  lower 
at  terminals  under  the  influence  of  sharply  ex- 
panded marketings  coupled  with  lower  wholesale 
dressed  lamb  prices.     For  the  week,   slaughter 
lambs  were  steady  to  $1.00  lower,  mainly  25-50£ 
off.     Slaughter  ewes  were  mostly  steady, 
instances  $1.00  higher.     Feeder  lambs  were  steady 
to  25£  Mgher,   instances  50#  up,     however,  at 
Fort  Worth  feeders  were  $1.00-1.75  higher. 

Choice  and  Prime  85-110#  wooled  slaughter

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 


Trading  was  moderately  active  on  greasy- 
domestic  worsted  wools  in  the  Boston  market  as 
approximately  13  cars  sold.  Best  demand  was  for 
fine  grades  which  sold  slightly  higher.  Activity 
in  woolen  wools  and  noils  was  slow  but  prices  re- 
mained firm.  A  good  representation  of  Boston 
wool  buyers  attended  the  sealed  bid  sale  held 
this  week  at  Minneapolis  as  bids  were  to  be 
opened  November  10.  A  fair  volume  of  original 
bag  mixed  clips  was  sold  in  Wyoming  and  a  good 
volume  of  12  months  wool  and  some  fall  wool  sold 
in  Texas. 

Midweek  cables  from  Australia  showed  prices 
par  to  2^  percent  higher  early  in  the  week  and 
leveling  off  at  midweek  with  heavy  Eastern  Europe 
buying  and  good  support  from  Japan.  The  auction 
at  Wanganui,  New  Zealand  showed  prices  advancing 
under  general  competition  and  active  trading. 
Prices  at  the  South  African  markets  were  fully 
maintained  with  France  the  principal  operator. 
Sales  were  limited  in  Montevideo  as  prices  held 
steady  while  in  Buenos  Aires  prices  advanced  on 
coarse  carpet  type  wools. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  60/62s  good  French 
combing  and  staple  fleece  wool  sold  around  #1.02 
clean  basis. 

Territory  Wools  -  Graded  64s  good  French 
combing  and  staple  wool  brought  around  $1.12- 
1.13  while  graded  64s  French  combing  moved  at 
about  $1.05  and  original  bag,  bulk  fine  and 
half-blood  territory  wools  sold  in  a  range  of 
$1.05-1.08,  clean  basis.  Original  bag  mixed 
clips  brought  390  grease  basis,  f .o.b.  at  Coke- 
ville,  Wyoming. 

Texas  Wools  -  Original  bag  12  months  good 
French  combing  and  staple  wool  sold  in  Texas 
around  $1.15-1.17  clean  basis,  delivered  Boston 
while  fall  wool  moved  at  900  clean  basis,  de- 
livered.

LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Seasonal  heavy  movement 
of  holiday  specialty  items  was  a  primary  influ- 
ence  in  reducing  outlet  for  red  meats  and  pork, 
and  the  week's   trading  was   rather  dull.     Bulk 
of  the  fresh  meats  met  moderate  demand,   but 
heef  fared  better  than  other  classes  from  a 
movement   standpoint  as  in  many  instances,   beef 
cut  8  shared  prominently  in  pre-Thanksgiving 
retail  feature   sales.      Supplies  were  below  nor- 
mal for  rail  stocks,   and  pork  volume  was  moder- 
ate,   the  cut-back  in  inshipments  aiding  measur- 
ably toward  clearances.     Beef  and  pork  were 
well  cleared  except  few  beef  hinds  at  Phila- 
delphia while   some  lamb  along  with  Standard  and 
Good  veal  and  calf     was  unsold  late  at  most 
markets.     Beef  loins     moved  slowly  and  demand 
for  lamb  centered  mainly  on  cuts,    loins  and 
ribs  hardest   to  move.      Choice  and  Prime  veal 
was   scarce  and  short  of  trade  requirements. 

Steer  beef  closed  steady  to  $2.00  hi^ier, 
bulk  50^-$1.00  up,    the  full  advance  on  Good 
steer  carcasses  at  New  York;   cow  beef  mostly 
steady,    except  Philadelphia  mostly  50^  lower. 
Veal  prices  were  steady  at  Baltimore  and  weak 
to  $2.00  lower  at  Philadelphia,   while  at  Wash- 
ington Choice  veal   sold  $1.00-2.00  higher  with 
other  grades  steady.     The   trend  at  New  York  for 
veal     and  calf  was  steady  to  weak.     Lamb  prices 
were   steady  to  $2.00  lower,   bulk  off  around 
$1.00.     Pork  loins  declined  progressively  to 
close  $1.00-5.00  lower  for  the  week  with  most 
late   sales  $3.00  lower.

CHICAGO  -  Fresh  meat   supplies  for  the  week 
were  normal  for  the  most  part  but   the  coming 
Thanksgiving  Day  holiday  had  a  decidedly  bearish 
influence  as  competition  from  poultry  items  was 
increased.     Carcass  beef,   loins  and  squarecut 
chucks  were  slow  to  move  throughout   the  week. 
Ribs  found  broad  outlet  at  higher  price  levels 
and  rounds  also   sold  fairly  actively.     Volume 
of  veal  was  moderate   and  this  item  sold  at 
prices  steady  with  the  previous  week's   decline.

A  3-million  pound  net  reduction  in  storage  stocks  of  red  meats  during  October  compares 
with  an  increase  of  12  million  for  the  period  last  year  and  an  average  increase  of  25 
million  pounds.     Stocks  on  November  1  totaled  400  million  pounds,  5  percent  below 
holdings  of  a  year  earlier  but  8  percent  above  average.     Beef  stocks  increased  9 
million  pounds  during  October  to  171  million  on  November  1.     These  stocks  were  5  per- 
cent above  holdings  of  November  1,   1959  and  26  percent  above  the  1955-59  average.     A 
14-million-pound  net  reduction  in  pork  stocks  during  October  compares  with  a  net 
increase  of  21  million  pounds  for  the  period  last  year  and  an  average  increase  of  12 
million.     Pork  holdings  totaled  144  million  pounds  on  November  1.     These  stocks  were 
22  percent  below  holdings  of  a  year  earlier  and  13  percent  below  the  average.     All 
frozen  pork  items  were  reduced  during  October.
